Japanese foreign 
minister arrives 

Abe to hold talks with Rifai and Arafat 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Japanese Foreign Min- 
ister Shintaro Abe arrived here Monday on a 
three-day visit to Jordan during which he is 
expected to hold talks with senior Jordanian 
officials on the Middle East conflict and joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian moves for a just set- 
tlement to the Palestinian problem. 


Mr. Abe, who is heading a 
high-powered delegation to the 
talks, is scheduled to meet Prime 
Minster Zaid Rifai, Foreign Min- 
ster Tafaer AI Masri and other 
senior officials, foe Jordanian 
News Agency, Petra, said. 

His talks here are also expected 
to cover Jordanian -Japanese rel- 
ations and ways to boost coo- 
peration between the two cou- 
ntries. Petra said. . 

Mr. Abe is also expected to 
meet ■ Palestine Liberation Org- 
anisation (FLO) Chairman Yasser 
Arafat on Tuesday, informed sou- 
rces told foe Jordan Tunes. Mr. 


Arafat has visited Japan once. 

Mr. Abe, who arrived here on 
foe first leg of a three-nation visit 
which wfll take him to Saudi Ara- 
bia and Syria, was received at foe 
airport by Mr. Masri, senior For- 
eign Ministry officials, foe Jap- ; 
anese ambassador to Jordan and 
embassy officials. 

Japan has been a constant sup- 
porter of theArab cause in various 
international forums and Mr. 
Abe's talks here are expected to 
cover joint Jordanian-P^tlestinian 
moves in foe international scene 
for a just solution to foe Pal- 


estinian problem. Jordan and foe 
PLO are seeking an international 
conference on foe Middle East to 
work out- a peace solution. 

Japanese diplomats have said 
Japan s imported such a con- 
ference of all parties to foe con- 
flict including foe five permanent 
members of foe Security Council 
and foe PLO. 

Japan has. on several occasions, 
called for Israeli withdrawal from 
foe occupied territories and sup- 
ported foe creation of a Pal- 
estinian state there. Though Japan 
does not recognise foe FIX) as foe 
sole legitimate representative of 
foe Palestinian people, the PLO 
maintains an office m Tokyo. The 
office is housed within foe Arab 
League office in Tokyo. 

Mr. Abe made no statement to 
reporters on arrival at JueenAlia 
International Airport. Japanese 
embassy offi cials said earlier he 
hoped to discuss bilateral relations 
ana efforts for peace in foe Middle 
East while in foe region.

Karami orders militiamen 
to quit W.Beirut streets 


BEIRUT (R) — Lebanese Prime 
Minister Rashid Karami Monday 
ordered militia groups to quit foe 
streets of Beirut -by 6.00 -S.m. 
(0300 GMT) Tuesday, after Syr- 
ian array officers joined a high- 
powered west Beirut peace com- 
mittee. 

Taking a tough line after five 
■Syrians arrived to back efforts to 
restore order in foe mostly Muslim 
sector, Mr. Karami said police and 
troops would strike at any gunman 
ignoring his deadline "‘whoever be 
may be and to whichever faction' 
he belongs 

The Syrian officers’ arrival 
Sunday night signalled Dam- 
ascus's backing for efforts to aid 
militia battles and anarchy in. west 
Beirut, in line with a plan agreed 


by Syrian and Lebanese Muslim 
leaders in Damascus last week. 

Immediately after the Syrians 
attended foe committee’s first full 
session chaired by Mr. Karami, he 
announced that the plan would go 
into effect Tuesday morning. 

The measures also include a 
clampdown on all “armed man- 
ifestations,” foe closure of most 
militia offices and foe removal of 
mili tia protection from individuals 
violating the agreement. 

Pacification of west Beirut and 
healing of rifts in -allied militia 
ranks are intended to clear foe 
way for a resumption of a Syrian- 
backed Muslim- Christian rec- 
onciliation process that collapsed 
last year. 

But Mr. Karami’s ann- 


ouncement coincided with ren- 
ewed fighting on foe “green line” 
dividing west Beirut from foe pre- 
dominantly Christian eastern sec- 
■ tor.- 

Shells hit residential areas south 
of the city and the main crossings 
between foe two sectors remained 
dosed. There were no immediate 
reports of casualties. 

In west Beirut, 
a task force of 300 soldiers will go 
into the streets early Tuesday to 
try to stop foe gunffehts, bom- 
bings, armed robberies and mur- 
ders that have ravaged the city for 
weeks. 

“Internal security forces (pol- 
ice). backed when necessary by

Falashas protest 
against rabbis 

TEL AVIV (R) — Hundreds of 
Ethiopian Jews are refusing to 
work or attend Hebrew dasses 
because of demands by Israeli 
rabbis that they undergo symbolic 
rites of conversion to Judaism, 
their leaders said Monday. 

Leaders of foe biack Jews, 
known as Falashas. told Israel 
Radio they would strike Tuesday 
for a third day to protest against a 
ruling by Israel's two chief rabbis 
that they undergo a ritual bath as 
converts to Judaism do. 

Some 15,000 Falashas have 
been brought to Israel. Most were 
flown into foe country last year in 
’ a secret airlift. 

According to Steven Kaplan, an 
expert on Falasha history at foe 
Hebrew University, foe Falashas 
are upset mostly because they are 
foe first wave of immigrants foe 
rabbinate has required to undergo 
foe symbolic ritual. 

The Ethiopians demonstrated 
Monday outside immigrant abs- 
orption centres and refused to att- 
end classes, Israel Radio said. 

The rabbinate had said Falasha 
■males would have to undergo a 
symbolic circumdsion ritual by 
drawing blood, but later dropped 
foe requirement and said the 
■immersion would suffice.

9 killed 
in suicide 
attack at 
SLA post 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Two mem- 
bers of the Israeli-backed Sooth 
Lebanon Army (SLA) and seven 
Lebanese were killed in a suicide 
attack at the entrance to Israel’s 
self-styled “security zone” in 
Sooth Lebanon and Beirut Tel- 
evision said the tawnfeazB driver 
was'vmiember of.At'^Syrinr 
Baatit Party. 

The television station showed a 
pre-recorded video tape of a man 
dressed in army fatigues and ide- 
ntified as 23-year-oH Haftham 
Abbas, a Lebanese citizen, bidding 
farewell to his friends and family 
before carryfag out the attack. 

“I wish I conld live twice, in 
order tocome back and give my ltfe 
again for the sake... of my cou- 
ntry said ttw man. He was filmed 
with one picture of Syrian Pre- 
sident HafiezAl Assad standing on 
his table and another on the wall 
behind hi m. 

The station said Abbas joined 
tbeBaath Party , which has strong 
ties with Syria’s raUhg Baatfa 
Party, m 1982. A year later he ent- 
ered the “national resistance”, an 
umbrella term for groups opposed 
to Israel and Sts Lebanese client 


In Tel Aviv, an Israeli military 
source said the attack on a che- 
ckpoint of the SLA near tin village 
of Kfer T3rait killed two men of the 
pro-Israeli mititia and seven Leb- 
anese civilians. 

Saying he .hoped his operation 
would succeed in kflUng the big- 
gest number of Israelis’ possible, 
the man appearing in Monday’s 
video said: “I salute the symbol of 
resistance fa the Arab homeland, 
foe fi rst straggler, Hafez Al Assad. 

“1 have many colleagues awa- 
iting their torn (to carry out sui- 
cide attacks),” be added. 

Sources in the south said scores 
of families Bed in panic when SLA 
men fired blindly on roads around 
Kfar Tfonit and two nearby vil- 
lages about 90 mmutes after the 
attack. One man was wounded, 
they said. 

In west Beirut, shots range out 
in a traditional salute to mar- 
tyrdom for a noble cause just after 
the video was broadcast. 

Residents hi the sooth confirmed 
Israeli reports that the car used in 
Monday’s attack bore int- 
ernational Red Cross markings. 
West Beirut television said it car- 
ried 210 kgs of dynamite. 

Israeli sources said the car was 
completely destroyed by the blast 
and subsequent fire. 

A Red Cross representative fa 
Tel Aviv said he dkl not know any- 
tiling about foe attack or the inv- 
olvement of a Red Cross vehicle, 
but he added that his organisation 
uses Peugeot 504 cars in Le b anon . 
The official demanded anonymity. 

Lebanon 
local time (1351 GMT), Isradi- 


ioto the “security zone” asked for 
identification and the driver “fea- 
rlng he would be caught, detonated 
the bomb,” said an Israeli military 
source.

Iraqis hit ship in Gulf, 
attack 2 Iranian towns 


BAGHDAD (Agencies) — Iraqi 
warplanes Monday raided an uni- 
dentified ship near Iran's Kharg 
Island oil export terminal in the 
Gulf region, a military spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman said foe “large 
maritime target” was raided at 
1:25 p.m. (0925 GMT) near 
Kharg Island which is 180 kil- 
ometres southeast of foe narrow 
Iraqi coast in the Gulf region. 

The raiding jets “scored a direct 
and effective hit on the large mar- 
itime target and returned safely," 
said the spokesman. 

...An Iraqi military parlance, foe. 
term “large maritime target” usu- 
ally refers to a tanker. 

But Gulf shipping sources in 
Bahrain and Dubai said they had 
no independent confirmation of 
foe attack, and speculated foe tar- 
get could have been Iranian. 

The air attack was carried out 
“in line with Iraq's determination 
to block foe enemy's oil exports," 
foe spokesman said without fur- 
ther elaboration. 

The attack was foe first since 
Friday when Iraqi warplanes fired 
an Exocet missile into the 
226,145-ton Turkish supertanker 
M. Ceyhan near Kharg Island set- 


ting it ablaze. 

The vessel was hit while car- 
rying oil from Kharg to foe Iranian 
makeshift Sirri Island oQ terminal 
further south, according to the 
Istanbul-based ship owners. 

Iraqi warplanes, last Tuesday, 
also raided and crippled foe Tur- 
kish supertanker M. Vatan in foe 
same area while carrying 380,000 
tons of crude from Kharg to Sirri. 
The owner company estimated 20 
per cent of foe cargo of that vessel 
lost in the attack. 

Both the Turkish ships have 
been leased to Iran sinoe April to 
■ carry crude o0 from Kharg to Sirri. 

Earlier Monday, Iranian planes 
bombed an Iraqi army position 
and two cities in Iran ''came under 
artillery fire from Iraq, the official 
Iranian news agency IRNA said. 

The agency said foe cities of 
Khorrarnshahr and Abadan came 
under Iraqi artillery fire in foe past 
24 hours. 

The two a ties are in Khuzestan 
province opposite foe Iraqi port 
dty of Basra. 

The agency did not give an exact 
location of foe Iraqi position rep- 
orted struck by Iranian jets, but 
said it was 40 kilometres inside foe 
border in northeastern Iraq. 


Reagan 

recovering 

WASHINGTON ( R) — President 
Reagan, who was to learn Monday 
whether a large growth removed 
from his intestine was cancerous, 
was in good condition with his 
vital signs stable, the White House 
said Monday. 

“The president continues to 
recover well from his surgery. His 
condition remains good and vital 
signs are stable, spokesman 
Larry Speakes said in a statement 

Speakes. who was expected to 
give more details on the pre- 
sident's health in a later briefing, 
said Mr. Reagan. had a restful 
night and slept late Monday mor- 
ning. 

Doctors were to see Mr. Rea- 
gan. at 74 the oldest president in 
U.S. history, Monday morning 
and then foe president would meet 
White House staff. Speakes said. 

Reagan's physicians have called 
Mr. Reagan's recovery spe- 
ctacular and said they believe that 
even if the removed tumour pro- 
ved cancerous it was unlikely any 
of foe malignancy had spread. 

The White House sard Sunday 
night Mr. Reagan's temperature 
was slightly above normal, but 
added this was to be expected 
after major surgery. 


Committee deplores Kuwait bomb blasts

AMMAN (J.T.) — The Popular 
Committee for foe Support of foe 
Iraqi People’s Struggle has den- 
ounced last Thursday’s bomb att- 
acks fa Kuwait that killed eight 
and injured 89. 

The denunciation was con- 
tained in a cable the committee 
sent to foe emir of Kuwait, Sheikh 
Jaber Al Ahmad AI Sabah. 

The committee said in the cable 
that such acts “contradict with foe 
fundamentals of Islam and human 
ethics,” the Jordanian News Age- 
ncy, Petra, said. 

rotating out Jordan has always 
supported Iraq, another Arab 
country, in its struggle against agg- 
ression. foe cable reaffirmed the 
Kingdom's solidarity with Kuwait, 
Petra said. , 

The cable hailed Kuwait’s ref- 
usal to bow down to blackmail and 
terrorism and Kuwait’s det- 
ermination to contmueits national 
line, Petra said. 


, Hussein was 
.one ot me rest Arab leaders to 
condemn foe bomb attacks and 
express solidarity with Kuwait.

Meanwhile, a key committee in 
Kuwait’s National Assembly has 
urged tougher penalties for 
bomb-related offences after the 
Thursday's attacks. 

Parliamentary sources fold 
Reuters Monday foe legislative 
committee wants harsher sen- 
tences for possession and use of 
explosives foan those envisaged 
under a draft law submitted by foe • 
cabinet to the assembly after a tai- 


led car-bomb attack against She- 
ikh Jaber last May. 

The deputies endorsed a pro- 
posed sentence of banging or life 
imprisonment for bombings aga- 
inst people, strategic and business 
facilities, or aimed at causing fear. 

But they recommend raising foe 
sentence for illegal possession, 
manufacture, smuggling or dea- 
ling in explosives to seven years 
prison from, five years proposed by 
foe cabinet. 

Anyone caught training another 
in foe manufacture or use of exp- 
losives would be jailed for 10 
years rather than five. 

Anyone aware of sudi crimes 
who tailed to report them would 
face five years jail and a KD 5,000 
($16,500) fine, instead of three 
years and KD 2,000 ($6,600). 

Hie same fate would await 
those helping bombers to escape, 
or h ide evidence. Th e code is exp- 
ected to be debated this week. 


Widespread violence 
erupts in South Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
Anti- apartheid violence broke 
out in 15 blade communities Sun- 
day and early Monday, and one 
black man was killed in an upsurge 
of violence, police reported. 

A bomb damaged an electricity 
substation in the Indian Ocean 
port of Durban Monday morning, 
causing a fire and cutting power in 
foe neighbourhood. Police said 
two un exploded limpet mines 
found nearby were defused. 

No injuries were reported and 
foe identity of the saboteurs was 
not immediately determined. 
Most incidents of sabotage in 
South Africa are attributed to the 
African National Congress, whose 
guerrillas seek to end white- 
minority -rule and foe apartheid 
system of legal race-segregation. 

. ' Hie South African Press Ass- 
ociation reported that stone- 
throwing pupils in Theunksen, 
280 kilometres south of Joh- 


annesburg, burned down two sch- 
ools and damaged several cars. 
The press association said several 
students were injured. 

A spokesman at national police 
headquarters in Pretoria said a 
black man about 30 years old was 
killed when police fired on a 
crowd stoning foe home of a black 
policeman in New Brighton, near , 
the Eastern Cape Province ind- 
ustrial dty of Port Elizabeth. 

Hie spokesman said four black 
civilians and four policemen were 
injured, and 1 1 blacks were arr- 
ested in about 15 incidents of 
arson and 20 of stone-throwing. 

The outbreaks occurred in wid- 
ely separated parts of foe country. 

Some 450 blacks have been kil- 
led in more than 10 months of pro- 
tests spurred by complaints aga- 
inst inferior black education and 
government-imposed rent inc- 
reases, and by underlying opp- 
osition to apartheid.

Abe sets record for globe-trotting

TOKYO — As spokesman for 
Japan's new-found activism in int- 
ernational politics. Foreign Min- 
ister Shin taro Abe has set a record 
here for diplomatic globe-trotting. 

In June, Mr. Abe, 61, went to 
Sweden, East Germany and Pol- 
and — his 30th trip abroad since 
entering the first cabinet of Prime 
Minister Yasuhiro Nakasone in 
November 1982. On last Wed- 
nesday, he went to Kuala Lumpur. 
Malaysia, to meet with officials of 
the Association of South East 
Asian Nations and then on to Jor- 
dan, Syria and Saudi Arabia. 

His travels of some 590,000 kil- 
ometres have taken him to 38 
countries, where over a 201-day 
period he has spread the word on 
what he calls Japan's new “cre- 
ative diplomacy. 

While visiting countries for- 
merly betyond Japan's diplomatic 
range, Mr. Abe has also found 
time to confer nearly 20 times with 
U.S. Secretary of State George 
Shultz, cementing Tokyo's ties 
with its military partner and major 
ally. 

Foreign Ministry spokesman 
Yoshio Hatano. in ah interview, 
said Mr. Abe “thinks that as Japan 
become an important economic 
power of die world, political res- ’ 
possibility and political power is 
kihertWt! , ‘Japan cannbt shy away 
from this responsibility." 

ThfcVs radical change of outlook 
fro rh L Japan’s feudal age, when 
leaving the country or associating 
with foreigners was punishable by 
death, or the more recent post- 
Wori War n period when Japan 
was a diplomatic nonentity, put- 
ting all its energies into rebuilding 
its shattered economy. 

Besides the government's stress 
on carrying die message abroad — 
Mr. Nakasone also has visited 22 
countries — “creative diplomacy” 
stresses increasing Japan's eco- 
nomic aid to developing countries. 

In 1984, Japan provided, $4.3 
billion in official development ass- 
istance (ODA), barely average 
among developed countries in 
terms of the ratio to gross national 
product, but probably enough to 
surpass France as die world's sec- 


d large 
United States. 

Asia, led by China and Ind- 
onesia, still receives most of that 
aid. but' the government, in the 
name of “comprehensive sec- 
urity," also is paying closer att- 
ention to the needs of Africa, the 
Middle East and Central and 
South America. 

Humanitarian aid is the mam 
purpose of increased funding to 
Africa, Mr. Hatano said, “but at 
die same time we would like to see 
Africa not turning to Soviet Rus- 
sia." 

The concept of comprehensive 
security, introduced by the late 
Prime Minister Masayoshi Ohira 
in 1980, posited that Japan, with 
its weak military, could still con- 
tribute to world stability by exp- 
anding ODA to and increasing the 
'prosperity of strategically imp- 
ortant countries. 

Mr. Nakasone, who is unusual 
among recent Japanese leaders in 
exercising personal diplomacy, 
has continued these policies. Mr. 
Abe, Mr. Nakasone's political 
rival and a top contender to be the 
next prime minister, has been a 
loyal advocate. 

Mr. Abe’s Foreign Ministry also 
has attempted to serve as mid- 
dleman between the warring nat- 
ions of Iran and Iraq. Japan dep- 
ends heayjly on oil from the Gulf 
and has used its good relations, 
with foe two nations in a so-fer 
futile-effort re establish a basis for 
peace. \ 

Iraq's Foreign Minister Tariq 
Aziz was here In April, and Iran's 
No.2 man behind Ayatollah 
Khomeini, National Assembly 
Speaker Hash e mi Rafsanjani, was 
here in early July on his first visit 
to a Westera-alUed industrialised 
state. 

Japan's influence in the Middle 
East, Mr. Hatano said, stems 
“from foe fact that Japan doesn't 
have any political ambitions. 


Japan under Mr. Nakasone 
and Mr. Abe remains firmly in the 
Western camp. “It is imperative 
that Japan cooperate with foe 
countries of North America, Eur- 
ope and other countries with, 
which it shares the basic values of 
freedom, democracy and market 
economy," the ministry said in an 
annual report to foe cabinet in 
.July. 

The report also urged Japan to 
“ woric to ensure that it is socially, 
economically and psychologically 
more open to foe world, that it 
becomes an international state." 

Japan has yet to fulfill its proper 
role as a world political power, in 
foe view of U.S. Ambassador 
Mike Mansfield. “But I think it’s 
moving in that direction and I 
t hink dial move has been acc- 
entuated since Prime Minister 
Nakasone assumed office.” he- 
said in an interview. 

“The Japanese have been rel- 
uctant to assume this additional 
responsibility, but they have come 
or are coming to recognise that 
being a superpower economically 
speaking means that they become 
a great power, generally spe- 
rine,” Mr.

Americans routinely 
advised to leave Lebanon * 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (AP) — The 
American embassy in Beirut has 
been “routinely” advising U.S. cit- 
izens to leave Lebanon because of 
the dangers, including kid- 
nappings, an embassy official said 
Monday. 

“We haven’t told them in any 
formal way or in a circular to 
leave, but routinely we advise 
them when we come across them 
that they should leave,” Chris 
English, vice consul at the U.S. 
embassy, told the Associated 
Press. 

“When they come here for pas- 
sport purposes, or for any other 
reason, we ask them why they are 
here, and we make them aware of 
foe dangers. We tel I them unless it 
is vital to be here, it .is best to 
leave. It is not a formal advice, but 
a friendly sort.” 

He said there are about 1.000 


Americans registered with foe 
embassy here,. but he believes 
there are no more than 500 act- 
ually residing in Lebanon. 

Many Americans living here left - 
foe country following an increase 
in foe number of Americans kid- 
napped in foe past five months. 
There are seven Americans held 
hostages, some of them for more 
than a year.

Lower House convenes today

AMMAN —The Lower House of 
Parliament is due to convene 
today to tackle issues pertaining to 
pharmaceutical practices, general 
heal*, the Jordan Medical Cou- 
ncil and laws of the bar ass- 
ociation.

two years. If a pharmacist is reg- 
istered with* the association, but 
did not obtain a job at either the 
minis try or at the medical centre 
within two months of his app- 
lication, he is then exempted from 
having to serve for two years. 

A second law related to the 
trade side of pharmacy and a third 
on periodica] inspections of pha- 


rmacies will also be discussed. 

The house, which is expected to 
convene under the ’chairmanship 
of its speaker Akef Al Fayez with 
the attendance of cabinet min- 
isters, will also tackle general hea- 
lth laws as passed to the house 
committee by the cabinet except 
for one law which was rejected fol- 
lowing a suggestion by the doctors 
association and which was app- 
roved by the minister of health. 
The suggestion proposed that fees 
list for doctors be fixed as in the 
existing doctors association law. 

The house's legal committee 
endorsed bar association laws 
except for article No. 1 0 and the 
oommi nee's substitute for the rej- 
ected article states: “Every public 
trade or industrial corporation, 
every -public shareholding com- 
pany and every foreign company 
or subsidiary in the Kingdom with ‘ 
a capital of more than JD J 50, 000 
must appoint an agent or a legal 
advisor or solicitor. A contract 
must be signed between the com- 
pany and tite legal advisor which 
must be signed at the notary public 
office within a month of the con- 
tract.” 


Hmoud forms technical team 
to study projects in Fuheis 


AMMAN (Petra) — Minister of 
Municipal and Rural Affairs and 
the JEnyironmept .Marwan AL,' 
Hmoud .has formed a technical, 
team to conduct dri. evaluation 
stndy of 'the Organisational arid 
structural plan for Fuheis under 
which the expansion area for die 
municipality's boundaries will be 
specified. The use of lands for aff- 
orestation, building, craft centres 
and public services or utilities will 
also be defined according to this 
study. The minister said that the 
new organisational plan for the 
dty will serve as a working pro- 
gramme for the municipal council 
tn the city to cany out its dev- 
elopment projects. 

During an inspection visit to 
Fuhefc Monday Mr. Hmoud said 
that the ministry looks forward to 
carrying out development projects 
in municipalities and village' cou- 
ncils in order to increase their rev- 
enues through income-generating 
projects and to enable them to pay 


for service projects without res- 
orting to loans. It was decided dur- 
ing the visit that a feasibility study 
on toe '.JD.IOOJHJO. commercial 
market in the city should be upd- 
ated and that ways of improving 
the environmental situation in the 
city be studied. 

The minister requested hasting 
that efforts reestablish a joint hea- 
lth centre which would serve Fuh- 
eis, Mahes and the neighbouring 
villages should be speeded up. It 
was also decided re study the pro- 
blem of trucks inside the dty and 
re lend the municipality the sum 
needed to complete its pressing 
projects. 

Chairman of the Fuheis mun- 
icipal committee Mahmoud Abu 
Romman also outlined the mun- 
icipality's current projects among 
which are opening new roads, 
purchasing four dunums erf land to 
be used as a public park and pla- 
ting an area of 20-dunums with 
trees. 
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Majali meets 
Chinese 
education 
delegation 

AMMAN (Petra) — President of 
the University of Jordan, Dr. 
Abdul Salam Al Majali Monday, 
received a delegation representing 
the Chinese Higher National Edu- 
cation Coundl who are currently 
on a visit to Jordan. 

Dr. Majali reviewed with the 
delegation the history of edu- 
cation in the country. He pointed 
out that the illiteracy rate in Jor- 
dan has dropped from 99 per cent 
in the 192u*s to less than 20 per 
cent at present. 

He said that although Jordan's 
resources were meagre, it has 
been the philosophy of the cou- 
ntry's leadership to concentrate 
on the development of skilled 
human resources and manpower 
through education. 

Dr. Majali added that the Uni- 
versity of Jordan is considered to 
be one of the lowest costing uni- 
versities in the world and that it's 
total costs since.its establishment 
have not exceeded $250 million. 

He said that the univeisity fol- 
lows an “open door” policy with 
all international higher education 
institutes in the world and that 320 
studens from 65 countries are 
enrolled in the university pro- 
grammes and courses.. , , 

The meeting with Dr. Majali 
was attended by the Chiqpse cul- 
tural counsellor at the Chinese 
embassy in Amman. 


Alia announces reshuffle 
of administrative staff 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Alla, the Royal Jordanian Air- 
line, has announced changes in its administrative 
staff. A spokesman for Alia described these changes 
as means to enable the national airline to pursue its 
successes and progress in implementation of dir- 
ectives set by His Majesty King Hussein. 


According to the spokesman, 
the changes were made at an ext- 
raordinary meeting of Alia's 
board oa Sunday evening during 
which the members reviewed the 
Alia's situation, its needs and fut- 
ure plans. 

The board of directors decided 
to carry out changes and a res- 
huffle in the administrative sys- 
tem, to cancel certain posts and to 
establish others, and to merge pos- 
itions as well as conducting a re- 
examination of the staff and emp- 
loyees, the spokesman said. 

He said drat the Public Rel- 
ations Department will be run by 
Alia's assistant director for Public

Department of Investments and 
Projects and companies affiliated 
to them will be headed by Khaled 
Al Bitar, who is assistant director 
for investments. 

The Department of Planning 
will be run by Mr. Nizar Arayen. 


the Legal Department will be 
headed by Jamal Abu Hamdan, 
who also runs the Management 
Control Department and the fin- 
ancial Auditing Department- 

According to the spokesman, 
the board decided re entrust sup- 
ervision of the Flight Operations 
Department to Captain Jihad 
Aisheid, 1 the Engineering and 
Maintenance Department to Zaid 
Al Keilani and Marketing and 
Passenger Affairs to Akel Biltaji. 

It also derided to establish a 
depart men t for ma rketing and fre- 
ight services to be headed by 
Edmond Philippi and a dep- 
artment for passengers services to 
be headed by Mitn Fahel. 

The board also derided to can- 
cel an existing administrative dep- 
artment and to replace it by two 
others, one for personnel headed 
b£Musa Anz and the second for 
pablic services to be headed by 
Ahed Aimer. The board also ent- 


rusted Alia's president and dir- 
ector general to name a new head 
for the financial department. 

The board requested the Gen- 
eral Administration Department 
to prepare an organisational str- 
ucture for Alia with special emp- 
hasis on and consideration to fac- 
tors which help the national airline 
develop and progress. The adm- 
inistrative department will submit 
its proposals to the board in 10 
days' time, die spokesman con- 
cluded.

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Another peace plan? 

WITH A massive record of so many failed peace plans and 
broken ceasefires in Lebanon, it is hard to imagine how the new 
Damascus-mediated effort to solve the Lebanese crisis can 
actually succeed. 

The meetings among Muslim Lebanese groups in Syria last 
week have produced a 10-point plan to restore security in the 
strife-tom country on the basis of a separate agreement to halt 
Biter- Musi bn fighting in the western part of Beirut first. But it 
is nevertheless evident that not all Muslim factions, especially 
the stronger ones among them, are really interested in a fair 
compromise in which each and every one of their followers is 
treated equally in a reunited and sovereign country. Hence the 
first cause for pessimism about this new plan producing any- 
thing positive and tangible. 

The whole world, including by now the majority Lebanese, 
agrees that changes in Lebanon's constitution are fundamental 
to any effort to restore the country and its people. But how 
these changes are made and to what extent in order to save 
Lebanon from total collapse, nobody knows. The impediment 
to progress would no doubt be the feuding factions themselves 
and thdr relative strengths on the fighting ground. The inf- 
luence and clout of Damascus would presumably be enough to 
make Nabih Bern, Rashid Karami and Walid Junblatt agree 
on something while meeting in the Syrian capital; but the 
situation and the climate could be a totally different pro- 
position when these leaders are back in Lebanon among their 
supporters and in (he opposite trench to their enemy's. The 
Falangists and the other Christian militias are for now dis- 
counted — but what about the time, when it comes, when these 
have to be reckoned with and taken into full account? 

Even the 10-point plan offers very little hope for any kind of 
30 immediate solution. For instance, it talks of disarming the 
militias, dosmg their offices in west Beirut and reorganising 
the army in a way that would please everybody. How many 
times have we heard of these measures before? What has come 
of them so far? And last, but not least, if there is to be some sort 
of a genuine power-sharing in Lebanon, how could any power 
be shared when the country is totally fragmented into small 
cantons and fiefdoms all governed by gun slmgers and war- 
lords? 

We hope but sincerely doubt that we are wrong about this 
latest peace plan for Lebanon. But let us wait and see whether 
there will be any positive developments towards its 
implementation.

Al Ra’i: Due French support 

FRANCE'S SUPPORT for the Jordanian- Palestinian accord signed 
in Amman on Feb. ( I and its acceptance of the idea of holding an 
international conference on the Middle East clearly reflect the ideas 
and attitudes of the European Community and endorses the right of 
the United Nations to handle the Palestine problem. 

The French government said it believed any peace initiative should 
first come from the Middle East region itself and the Jordan ian-PLO 
agreement is the best vehicle for resolving the issue. This agreement 
is in line with the Fez Arab summit resolutions and provides a means 
for ending the present deadlock in peace moves. 

The currcni no-war no-peace situation has provided the Zionist 
enemy with a chance to perpetuate the occupation of Arab land and 
evict more Palestinians from their homeland. The French gov- 
ernment's views are very close to those of the Jordanian government 
which has at I led for the convening of an international conference to 
end the Arnb-Isracli conflict. 

The inicmuitonui conference is required now to help implement 
U.N. resolutions and end the state of instability and insecurity in our 
region. The proposed conference in which all parties concerned 
would be represented serves as the best vehicle for restoring genuine 
peace. 

Al Dustour: Paying the price for militarism 

WHATEVER THE outcome of the current negotiations between 
the Israeli government and the Histadrut Labour Federation, not- 
hing can conceal the stark fact that the Israeli society started faring 
the most crucial economic problems throughout its history. This 
problem has been created with the inception of the Zionist policy of 
expansion is m and aggression against neighbouring Arab countries. 

Perhaps the economic crisis in Israel is now more prominent than 
any time in the pasL because Israel’s society has been plagued with 
aggressive policies planned and carried out by their leaders. The 
invasion of Lebanon in I yS2 was among the major elements that 
adversely affected the economy and the huge military expenses inc- 
urred in the operation despite the American military financial and 
economic aid. 

Despite alt the measures to deal with the crisis, inflation and 
unemployment, the economy seem to be deteriorating fast to an 
extent that cannot be overlooked any longer; and very painful steps 
have to be taken. 

Sawt Al Shaab : Reactivating the economy 

THE GOVERNMENT of Prime Minister Zaid A I Rifai is obviously 
trying to handle the issues of each sector separately with the aim of 
reactivating the national economy. The recent decision to examine 
the laws and regulations governing la.nds and their uses arc clearly 
designed to pave the way for more investment in real estate and 
facilitate procedures governing the transfer of ownership and inh- 
eritance and other measures related to land. But what is required 
now b government interference for preventing any speculations and ; 
excessive charges by brokers and agents who deal with the buying 
and selling operations, and the government ought to encourage all 
projects of housing, tourism and agriculture that can give revenues 
and help build up the economy. 

Many land speculators had massed riches in buying and selling 
business, and it is hoped that the appointed ministerial committee 
will find a way to prevent any profiteering at the expense of the 
public. We also hope that the government will exempt farmers from . 
paying taxes on cultivable land and cut interest rates on loans obi- i 
ained for land reclamation.

MANY PEOPLE are anx- 
iously waiting to see if the Feb- 
ruary 11 Jordan-PLO agr- 
eement leads to a revitalisation 
of the peace-making process 
that has blown hot and cold, 
but mostly cold, over die Mid- 
dle East for several decades . In 
the short term, attention is foc- 
ussed on whether the PLO can 
oome up with a list of uni- 
versally acceptable negotiators 
to represent the Palestinians in 
a joint Jordanian -Palestinian 
delegation dial may hold talks 
soon with the United States. 
Should this first step take 
piaoe, one can envisage a series 
of successive moves leading to 
a comprehensive negotiation 
based on die recognition of the 
principles of Israeli statehood 
and Palestinian national self- 
determination.- 

Hie best scenario would be 
for the Jordan-PLO initiative 
to succeed in eliciting Ame- 
rican and Israeli acceptance of 
the principle of Palestinian 
self-determinatkm, in return 
for explicit Arab acceptance of 
Israeli statehood. Convinced of 
Arab willingness to coexist 
with a self determinant Pal- 
estinian people, the Israelis 


would then withdraw from the 
territories occupied in 1967 as 
part of a peace package that 
also induaes a process of Pal- 
estinian self-determination 
within tite context of a 
Jordanian-Palestinian con- 


federation. Security gua- 
rantees would have to be wor- 


ked out for all parties. Such a 
scenario Is grandly optimistic, 
but nevertheless it has small 


diance of succeeding. 


In the longer term, however, 
a failure of current peace eff- 
orts is sure to fuel extremism 
and militarism on both sides of 
the Arab-lsraeli conflict. It is 
almost routine these days to 
warn that if the Palestine pro- 
blem is not resolved fairly, the 
Arab World will experience ris- 
ing levels of frustration, hum- 
iliation and the political ext- 
remism that inevitably follows. 

I would suggest that those 
who fear extremism should 
also anticipate the brand of 
rightwing militarism and rac- 
ism that has started to rear its 
head in Israel. For there are 
ample signs that political ext- 
remism is not a monopoly of 
the Arab World. Continued 
stalemate in the Arab- Israeli 


conflict is likely to prod ext- 
remist tendencies in both Isr- 
aeli and Arab society,' almost 
certainly leading to another 
long cyde of warfare and 
waste. 

In both Israel and the Arab 
World, the tendency seems to 
be towards a'fragmeatation of 
the centre of. die political spe- 
ctrum in favour of ideologies 
on. the right and left The gen- 
eral elections in brad last year 
showed both the major parties. 
Labour and Likud, losing votes 
to smaller fringe parties cm the 
right and left While one might 
welcome leftist and even 
peace -oriented Israeli parties 
that advocate coexistence with 
die Palestinian people on equal 
terms, the political dynamics 
within Israel suggest that the 
left has gained most of die sup- 
port it can expect while the rig- 
htist parties stand to gain more 
adherents in future. 

On the right, Meir Kahane, 
the Tefaiya Party of Raphael 
Eitan and others of similar ide- 
ologies may point the way for 
those Israelis who are unhappy 
with the present stalemate. A 
recent public opinion poll sug- 
gested that Metr Kahane would 


win four parliamentary seats if 
elections were held today. The 
same poll also suggested, how- 
ever. that the Labour Party 
headed by Shimon Peres could 
win enough votes to govern in a 
coalition with the smaller par- 
ties to its left.. - 

■ The Likud bloc, having lost 
the personality and leadership 
of Menacfaem Begin, is losing 
support to die smaller parties 
to its right. But a resurgent 
Likud led tty Arid Sharon is 
likely to regain lost support, 
and could possibly form a gov-

If the centrist Labourites and 
their leftist allies are to regain 
control of the Israeli political 
scene, they have to make a bre- 
akthrough in peace prospects. 
They still have a chanoe to do 
so, if we are to believe recent 
public opinion polls that show a 
small majority of Israelis wil- 
ing to negotiate peace on the 
basis of returning occupied ter- 
ritories. 

On die Arab side, a areolar 
polarisation is taking place, 
though it is not' as clear because 
of the lack of public political 


processes by which individuals 
make their views known. The 
two dominant treads in the 
Arab World during the past 
several years have been the rise 
of a militant brand of Islamic 
ideology, and the resurgence 
of a more rejectiooist, leftist 
ideological sentiment rep- 
resented by Syria and the Pal- 
estinian groups opposed to foe 
leadership of Yasser Arafat 
Both are a reaction to foe 
Arab -Israeli stalemate that has 
defined foe region for decades. 
The brand of Arab centrism 
and moderation that seeks to 

negotiate an honourable peace 
with Israel, represented m the 
first instance by Jordan and the 
PLO, has been unable to date 
to show any results. The Isr- 
aelis appear unwilling to make 
concessions towards the Pal- 
estinians, and foe American

is achieved m this or any other 
initiative. Arab moderation 
will be badly discredited and 
foe militarists would rise to foe 
forefront of foe Arab World. 
The ideological schism that has 


already hampered foe Arab

tinuation of foe stalemate for 
many more years or decades. 

Such a development would 
in turn reinforce rightwing Isr- 
aeli extremists who argue that 
it is futile to tiy and negotiate 
with foe Arabs.

Ronald Reagan made it from Hollywood to White House

WASHINGTON — Ronald Rea- 
gan. in perhaps the most unusual 
feat in modem American politics, 
rose from an undistinguished Hol- 
lywood film careerist to become 
the oldest and one of foe most 
popular presidents in U.S. history. 

Mr. Reagan confounded sce- 
ptics who felt he was too old to 
hold the highest office in the Uni- 
ted States when he swept to power 
in 1981 after a stunning defeat of 
then -President Jimmy Carter. 

The former actor, union leader 
and radio broadcaster repeated 
the performance again last Nov- 
ember, carrying 49 of the 50 states 
in a landslide victory against 
Democratic presidential can- 
didate arid former Vice President 
Walter Mon dale. 

Nearly six mouths into his seci 
ond term at the White House be 
underwent major surgery, Sat- 
urday for possible intestinal can- 
cer. 

The health of 74-year-old Rea- 
gan has been an issue that has 
dogged him since he first began 
seeking the presidency in the late 
1960s. 


The appointment of Mr. Gor- 
bachev. 54, as leader of the 
world's other superpower, again 
brought to the fore the issueof Mr. 


Reapan’s age- 


. Reagan did not meet any of 
his Soviet counterparts during his 
first four-year term in office and is 
due to meet Mr. Gorbachev in 
Geneva in November to try to 
patch up relations between the 
two countries that declined dra- 
matically after Mr. Reagan ref- 
erred to the Soviet Union as an 
empire of evil. 

Mr. Reagan -is the most con- 
servative U-S. leader for 50 years 
and sought to rekindle America's 
faith in itself. His goal was to make 
the United States “walk tall" abr- 
oad. 


over his hard-line approach tow- 
ards Marxist Cuba and Nicaragua. 

He hammered home his belief 
that military -strength opened the 
way for moves to end the nuclear 
arras race. 


The president put many doubts 
about his health to rest when he 


recovered from major surgery 
after being shot in the chest during 
an assassination attempt on March 
30. 1981. 

During his term in office, three 
Soviet leaders, Leonid Brezhnev, 
Yuri Andropov and Cons tan in 
Chernenko, died, presenting Mr. 
Reagan with a new challenge from 
the relatively young Kremlin suc- 
cessor, Mikh ail Gorbachev. 


His presidency has been pun- 
ctuated by crises in foreign policy 
and successes qn his dealings with 
Congress 63 domestic issues. ' 

' * - During tenure, the Soviet 
’-•Union broke ' off arms control 
'"folks, wfSfi&j were only recently 
reinstated: 239 U.S. servicemen 
were killed in. a bombing attack in 
Beirut, and 39 American hostages 
were held for 17 days by Shfite 
Amal hijackers in Lebanon. 

His only dear military success 
abroad was a U-S.-ied invasion of 
the Caribbean island of Grenada 
m October 1983 that toppled a 
Marxist government 
• ‘ Mr. Reagan’s initial image m 
foreign affairs was that of a “cow- 
boy president" keen for a sho- 
wdown with the Kremlin. 

He alarmed his allies by the fer- 
ocity of his aoti-Gominuiiist rhe- 
toric. though be softened bis pos- 
ition during the 1984 reelection 
campaign, and divided Americans 


"None of the four wars in my 
lifetime came about because we 
were- too strong," he said. 

On the domestic front, Mr. 
Reagan has scored victory after 
victory in Congress, winning app- 
roval for a huge military build-up 
and pushing through the most 
sweeping economic reform pac- 
kage since the great depression 
years of the 1930s. 

Mr. Reagan’s early White 
House years were not without dis- 
appointments and harsh criticism 
from those who denounced his 
attack on decades of democratic 
social welfare programmes. 

But after pushing through the 
largest tax cut in U.S. history sooti v 
after; taking; office,'. Mr;. Reagan-J 
saw the country emerge from its 
worst recession since World War 

n. 


The new "Reaganomics”, with 
its emphasis on the so-called sup- 
ply side, led to a 25 percenttaxcut 
over three years and cuts in spe- 
nding on social services but more 
money for a military build-up. 

Federal budget deficits began 
rising but interest rates and inf- 
Tatioa fell as the independent cen- 
tral bank strictly limited the 
money supply. Unemployment at 
first stayed near 40-year record 
levels, with JO million Americans 
out of work and a record number 
of businesses plunging into ban- 
kruptcy. 

Mr. Reagan had to scrap a ple- 
dge to balance the budget by 1984 


as deficits soared to $200 billion a 
year — more than those run up by 
all previous presidents oorabined. 

Half-way through his first term, 
the persistent recession con- 
tributed to foe loss of 26 Rep- 
ublican seats in the House of Rep- 
resentatives and Mr. Reagan's 
own popularity slipped for a while. 

However, by 1984 foe economy 
bad improved to foe extent that 
when, seeking reelection, he 
asked the American people whe- 
ther they were better off than four 
years earlier, the majority bel- 
ieved they were and voted acc- 
ordingly. 

Drawing on skills developed as 
a screen actor in foe 1940s and 
1 950s and as California governor 
in the 1960s and 1970s. Mr. Rea- 
gan won foe nickname of “the 
great communicator''. He is a 
master of television and uses it 
often to enlist support for his pol- 
*oe$. 

■ His popularity soared as Ame- 
ricans compared him favourably 
with' his often lacklustre pre- 
decessor Carter. It reached a peak 
after he was shot in foe lung by a 
young drifter. John Hinckley, dur- 
ing an assassination attempt on 
March 30. 1981. . 

Mr. Reagan, then 70, charmed 
Americans with his good humour 
during foe ordeal. Arrivi 


/mg at a 
hospital for treatment, he jokingly 
told his wife Nancy, “Honey, I 
forgot to duck." 

Mr. Reagan never swerved 
from his conservative philosophy 
that prosperity would come only 
by “getting the government off the 
people’s backs" with tax cuts to'

Tamil women receive military training

JAFFNA. Sri Lanka — Six Tamil 
women carrying rifles crawled sil- 
ently over foe dry paddy field tow- 
ards their target. 

Suddenly they were on their 
feel and running towards the 
enemy," shouting “Attack, att- 
ack. attack” in Tamil. 

I was watching guerrillas in 
mode battle at a training camp on 
foe outskirts of Jaffna, foe str- 
onghold of militants fighting for a 
separate Tamil state in Sri Lanka. 

“Most recruits are given tra- 
ining for 10 to 14 weeks before 
they are ready to face the enemy 
ildiersV said Mr. Praba, a rebel 
leader of the Eelam People's Rev- 
olutionary Liberation Front 
(EPRLF). 

Mr. Praba .stood with a British 
made sub- machine guq slung over 
his shoulder. “We have no fight 
against (he majority Sinhalese. 
Our war is with the government” 
he said. 

The EPRLF is one of five major 
guerrilla groups attending peace 
talks in Bhutan aimed at ending 
violence between majority Sin- 
halese and minority Tamils. 

Mr. Praba said his group was 
forced to attend the peace talks in 
Bhutan. “But we would settle for 
reasonable and viable solutions," 
he added. 

Earlier I had waited down a 
dusty Jaffna street at a pre- 
arranged spot to meet the gue- 
rrillas for the first time. 

Four men carrying sub-machine 
guns pulled up beside me and I got 
into their car. 

As we drove away they chatted 
freely about their organisation but 
remained on foe alert - 7 - con- 
stantly scanning foe streets for 
security men. 

I was blindfolded twice on the 


way to the camp, where sentries 
stood guard as we entered at nig- 
htfall. 

At least 75 men and women 
huddled inside canvas tents amo- 
ng coconut palms and shrubs. A 
solitary kerosene oil lamp gave 
some light to foe otherwise dark 
surroundings. 

Mr. Praba said the group's tra- 
ining and base camps were moved 
from time to time for security. 

“But we have no great fear of 
being caught because we live 
amongst the people who support 
our struggle. They bring us food 
and drink daily," he said. 

The EPRLF has been held res- 
ponsible for violence including 
attacks on police stations and a 
naval base in Northern Province. 

Mr. Praba said their hea- 
dquarters were in Northern Pro- 
vince but the group’s leaders ope- 
rated from Madras in South India. 


The EPRLF had foe best int- 
elligence network, he said. They 
knew a Reuter correspondent was 
in town just a few hours after I 
arrived in Jaffna. 

The rebel leader said they were 
respecting a ceasefire announced 
so foe Bhutan talks could take 
place, but he accused security for- 
ces of violating it. - 

The EPRLF felt there was no 
place for the democratically ele- 
cted Tamil political party, the 
Tamil United Liberation Front 
(TULF), he said. 

“We can liberate our people 
only through an armed struggle. 
We are sorry there is a lot of blo- 
odshed. But we have no choice,” 
Mr. Praba said. 

The leader of another militant 
group, foe Eelam Revolutionary 
Organisation of Students (E- 
ROS), told Reuters the rebels att- 
acked mostly economic targets. 


“We want a socialist state and 
our boundaries include parts of 
foe Central Province where most 
of foe plantation workeis of Ind- ' 
•an origin live,” local leader Pra- 
kash said. 

He said they had no faith in the 
Bhutan talks but were attending 
them to pun political status. 

Mr. Prakash refused to discuss 
an attempted bomb attack on Pre- 
sident Junius Jayewardeoe on 
Thursday for which foe gov- 
ernment bolds EROS responsible.

Ronald Wilson Reagan was 
bom on Feb. 6 , 191 1 in Tampico, 
Illinois, -foe second son of Jack and 
Nellie Reagan. 

His father was an itinerant sal- 
esman and a heavy drinker. He 
was barely able to eke out a living 
for his wife and two children as foe 
family moved from one small 
midwestera . town to another. 
Meals were often scarce and 
spare. 

But it was a loving, dose-knit 
family- From it, Mr. Reagan said, 
he leamed his reverence for tra- 
ditional family-oriented values, 
while from his father he inherited* 
fac liberal political views that 
marked his earlier career. ■ 

He was a Democrat until 1962 
and as president he still admired 
Franklin Roosevelt, whose leftist 
New Deal Recovery Plan pro- 
vided Irish Jack Reagan with wo rk 
in the depression. 

Mr. Reagan, who adopted his 
mother's Protestant faith, worked 
his way through tiny Eureka. Col- 
'Jege in Illinois. 

. His charm and popularity made 
its mark there and he was the stu- 
dent body’s president and a leader 
of the* swimming and football 
teams. 

After graduation in 1932, he 
became a radio sportcaster known 
throughout the midwest as 
“Out*" Reagan, then headedfor 
Hollywood and a career in films. 

He made 51 films from 1937 to 
foe early 1960s, mostly B-grade 
comedies and romances, and once 
played second string to a chi- 
mpanzee in “Bedtime for Bonzo”, 
which became a cult movie during 


Lyndon Johnson in a landslide bat 
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his presidency. 

In the 1980 presidential cam- 
paign Mr. Reagan's political adv- 
isers tried to play down his past as 
an actor, stressing instead his six- 
year tejrm as president of foe Scr- 
een Actors' Trade Union. 

. . Mr. Reagan, in a typical thr- 
owaway line, made light of his 
.films' poor quality; saying of foe 
studios that produced them: 
"They wanted thetnThursday, not 
good.” 

One of the best remembered is 
"King’s row," a 1941 melodrama 
in which Mr. Reagan plays a 
young man whose legs are amp- 
' utated. 

Waking up after the operation, 
he looks down at his body and 
shouts: “Where's the rest of me?*' 
— a line Mr. Reagan later used as 
foe title of his autobiography. 

During his film career, Mr. 
Reagan met both his wives — act- 
ressess, Jane Wyman, from whom 
he was later divorced, and Nancy 
Davis, who is one erf his most inf- 
luential advisers. 

He and Jane had a daughter, 
Maureen, and adopted a son. 
Michael. The second mar riage 
produced another daughter, Pat- 
ricia Ann, and a son, Ronald. 

Mr. Reagan’s covers ion to con- 
servatism came in the cold war era 
of the early 1950s. As a. spo- 
kesman for foe General Electric 
Company, be made speeches in 
which he evolved the Wend of pat- - 
riotic idealism, free market the- 
ories and anti-government phi- 
losophy that became his stock in 
trade. 

In 1964, be entered politics as a 
supporter of right-wing Rep- 
ublican Senator Barry' Gol- 
dwa tor’s presidential candidacy. 
Mr. Goldwater lost to Democrat 
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; Reagan established himself as 
a rising conservative star. 

He won terms as governor of 
California in 1966 and 197.0, rai- 
sing faxes to record levels and 
doubling the state budget despite 
his vow to restrict spending. 

But he also turned a budget def- 
icit into a big surplus, reformed an 
inequitable tax system, returned 
billions of dollars to foe people in 
rax rebates and trimmed foe wel- 
fare rolls while mcreasing relief 
payments to those most m need.

Thus was boin today’s 
multibittkm.-dollar chocolate ind- 
. os try, built on the universal cra- 
ving for- the product of a won- 
drous' tree labeled theobroma — 
“food of the god.” That lyrical 
nomenclature was furnished by 
Linnaeus, the great classifier who 
was known for his scientific det- 
achment. 

Cortes, a man with his eye on a 
golden doubloon, and his fellow 
Spaniards took some of the mir- 
acle beans to Trinidad, Haiti, and 
the West African island of Fer- 
nando Po, now Bioko. 

From Fernando Po to the mai- 
nland went one pod of beans. 
Today, all the worlds cacao comes 
from a dozen nations within 20 
degrees of the Equator, in moist, 
tropical climates. Bahia state, in 


eastern Brazil, and the Ivory 
Coast account for 45 per cent of 
the beans. 

, The Spanish nobility added 
cane sugar and water to the brew' 
■ introduced by Cortes, and heated 
it For almost a century, Spain had 
a virtual monopoly on the cacao- 
bean market 

But word of the delectable 
drink eventually spread around 
Europe. By the early 1700s, cho- 
colate houses were starting to 
compete with coffeehouses in 
London. Ip 1765, a chocolate fac- 
tory opened in the Massachusetts 
Bay Colony. 

In 1828, a Dutch chemist lea- 
rned to press the fatty cocoa butter 
out. of the beans and make cocoa 
powder. In 1847, “eating cho- 
colate” came on the scene when 
cocoa butter and sugar were 
■mixed with a paste of ground 
beans. 

The Swiss made a big bre- 
akthrough in 1875, mixing con- 
densed milk with chocolate to 
produce solid milk chocolate. New 


.machines added smoothness by 
stirring, or conching, the liquid 
cfaocolate.- 

Before long, azy enterprising 
American named Milton Hershey 
became the Henry Ford of 
chocolate-makers, mass-produ- 
cing it to make it affordable. 

Today the United States leads 
the world both in cacao-bean 
imports and in chocolate pro- 
duction. But Europeans are bigger 
chocolate-eaters. The Swiss are 
the biggest, with annual per-ca pita 
consumption of about 22 pounds. 

Gordon Young of the National 
Geographic followed the cho- 
colate trail around the world, from 
the tree to the table. The only 
common denominator he found in 
the dozen candy factories he vis- 
ited in the United States and Eur- 
ope was automation. 

Young also reports a Dumber of 
other facts about dtocolate. 
Among them: 

— Candymakers sometimes use 
other ingredients, usually veg- 
etable oils, in place of cocoa but- 
ter, and the results must, by law, 
be called "confectionery coating" 


instead of chocolate. 

— Baby Ruth candy bars, which 
have such a non-cbooolate coa- 
ting, didn't get their name from 
the late baseball star, but from the 
youngest daughter of President 
Grover Geveland, 

— Cocoa butter's oily smo- 
othness and low melting point 
make it a common ingredient in 
cosmetics and suntan lotions. 

‘ — Chocolate itself isalmost free 
of salt and cholesterol. Other ing- 
redients in candy may not be. 

— Chocolate, its trade ass- 
ociations assert, causes neither 
acne nor cavities. 

— Consumed in sufficient qua- 
ntities, it will make you fat. But it 
is an excellent high-eneTgy food 
that has been eaten everywhere, 
including on Mount Everest and 
aboard orbiting spacecraft 
— People who touted chocolate 
as an aphrodisiac in 17th-century * 
Europe may have had a point It 
contains small amounts- of phe- 
nyletbylamine. a chemical in the 
brain that some say, increases 
when folks fall in love. 
Chocoholics, as Young calls 


than, even have their own mag- 
azine, Chocolate News. It is pri- 
nted with chocolate- coloured and 
chocolate-scented ink. 

Some of the finest chocolate 
confections horn Europe contain 
alcohol. Therefore, by law they 
can’t be imported into die United 
States. 

Young declines to answer the 
question that nagged him thr- 
oughout his travels: Who makes 
the world's best chocolate? The 
ultimate answer, he concludes, 
“lies in the taste buds of each cho- 
colate lover." 

To illustrate the commitment 
some chocoholics have to certain 
companies, he tells the story of a 
New York hostess who sent her 
chauffeur to a London 
chocolate-maker to replace her 
dwindling supply of dinner mints. 

That episode, he writes, ill- 
ustrates that “chocolate, food of 
the gods, has an almost magical 
power to engender emotional ext- 
ravagance. What else, except fine 
wine, can do that?" — A National' 
Geographic Society feature. 


Henry Rousseau or the triumph of Naif art 


Joefl e Marcellot and 

Francois de Sainte-Marie 
HOW PROUD and happy the 
“Douanier Rousseau” would be, 
if he could see the crowds flocking 
to the exhibition devoted to him in 
the Grand Palais in Paris: Indeed, 
this French artist and painter, who 
was born in Laval in 1 844 and died 
in Paris in 1910, did not exp- 
erience much success during his 
lifetime. Or rather, this “Sunday' 
painter” was mainly the butt of 
sarcasm and gibes, owing to his 
lack of academic technique, when 
-he exhibited in the “Salon des 
Independents” art show, specially 
organised for artists who did not 
belong to any particular school. 
He had in turn been a solider, a 


solicitor’s derk. and a municipal 
worker in the customs’ house, 
whence die nickname of “Dou- 
aniei” or customs officer, which 
had no doubt been given to Him 
out of derision. However, this vic- 
tim of the prejudice of sod ety was 
not totally innocent. Henri Rou- 
sseau was often a mythomania c 
and sometimes a plagiarist, as 
Veroniqae Prat reminds us in 
“Figaro Magazine". For instance 
he maintained that, for seven 
years, he had taken part in the 
rrendh expedition to Mexico, 
ordered by Napoleon HI, and he 
daimed that it was this country 
which bad inspired the jungles he 
painted. In fact, be had never been 
to Mexico. And similarly, the lion 
he daime d to have seen in that 


country, had been painted from a 
children's picture-book from a big 
Paris store. The book was called 
“WOd Animals .” 

But in fact, Henri Rousseau had 
no need to invent these stories, to 
exist as a painter. He had a strong 
sense of composition and a rare 
gift as a colourist, and he had just 
created a kind of “naif art" which 
was to have many followers today. 
Some of his most famous works 
include “La Guerre” (War), “Vue 
du Parc Montsouris" (A view of 
Montsouris (Park), “Une noce a la 
campagne" (A wedding in the 
country), “La Bohemienne end- 
ormie” (The sleeping gypsy girl) 
and “Le Lion ayant faim" (The 
hungry Kon). 

Rousseau's work, which no one 


doubts was naive, opens up the 
frontiers of an imaginary world, 
full of superb colours. It is not pos- 
sible to link Rousseau's work to 
something .known. Although his 
technique was often reproached, it 
is for from being scanty. Douanier 
Rousseau has an almost “poi- 
ntillist, e” sense of detail, above all 
in his representation of plant-life. 
Behind the naivety and the sty- 
lisa tion of forms, one can feel per- 
sistent work. Rousseau was pre- 
occupied with the modernism of 
his period. His style is decorative, 
the light is flat and perspective 
in existent. Yet we must admit that 
his work is related to that of the 
post-impressionists and the sym- 
bolists, notably that of Gauguin. It 
is surely tiot by chance that Rou-

Spaniards walk across hot embers unharmed

SAN PEDRO MANRIUUE, 
Spain — Once a year at midnight, 
shortly after the summer solstice,, 
villagers in San Pedro Manrique 
walk barefoot on red-hot embers. 

When the date came round in 
late June, hundreds of people pac- 
ked the village's state amp- 
hitheatre to see 15 firewalkers 
challenge the laws of nature in a 
ritual (fating back centuries. 

Drums, rolled as each posodor 
(firewater); swathed in a red sash 
and carrying another villager on 
bi$ back, strode solemnly four, 
metres across the embers of a 


wood fire. 

Feet are sometimes blistered, 
bat the villagers insist that only 
novices and outsiders are burned. 

This year’s ceremony was att- 
ended by Fernando Brinones of 
ihe Spanish Society of Par- 
apsychology in Madrid. 

“There’s definitely something 
going on and we’re trying to fold 
oat what,” he said. 

The pasadores ranged from tee- 
nagers to middle-aged men. Gen- 
erally only men take part, but this 
year a young woman walked the 
coals, drawing loud cheers from 
the crowd. 

The end of the ceremony is 
marked by firecrackers. Then the 


crowd congratulates .the fir- 
ewalkers and sweeps them away to 
.dance in the village’s twisted' 
cobble-stoned streets. 

No one knows the origins of this 
. strange ritual in a village of about 
1,000 people 275 kilometres nor- 
theast of Madrid. 

Scholars and villagers say it 
probably began as a Celtic or 
Roman pagan celebration of the 
summer solstice and evolved into 
a purification ritual when the area 
adopted Christianity. 

Local legend has it that only cer- 
tain families can perform the feat, 
watched over by the local religious 
patroness, Our Lady of the Pena. 
Similar firewalking practices in 


Fiji, Greece and India have dev- 
eloped as a glorification of divine 
powers. 

Brinones and his colleagues say 
sweat caused by tension and heat 
may protect the feet, and that the 
motion of raising the knees, and 
the weight of a second person, can 
reduce the heat. 

Some experts in the U.S., where 

firewallring workshops dairying to 
bolster confidence have sprung up 
recently, say the brain tells the 
body to undergo a change to pro- 
tect the feet 

Alejandro Ruiz, 27, who has 
walked the coals for 13 years, says 
it requires a form of hypnosis — 
and courage.

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Iceman McCrory 
freezes challenger 

MONACO (R) — Milton ‘Iceman’ McCrory coolly 
retained his World Boxing Council ( VVBC) wel- 
terweight title when he froze Panamanian challenger 
Carlos Trujillo with a third round knock-oat Sun- 
day night. 


McCrory, glowing with con- 
fidence from the moment he ent- 
ered the ring, kept his promise to 
knock out Trujillo inside four 
rounds, battering him to sub- 
mission with a minute of the third 
of 12 scheduled rounds left. 

It was McCrary's fourth — and 
shortest — defence of the title he 
won in August 1983 in the second 
of two fights with Britain's Colin 
Jones. 

The champion first dropped 
Trujillo to the canvas five seconds 
before the end of the first round 
with a right to the side of the face 
which rocked the challenger for a 
mandatory eight count. 

The pace quickened m the sec- 
ond round and McCrory landed a 
right and left which sent Trujillo 
toppling backwards. 

He dodged out of trouble him- 
self, swinging away from Trujillo's 
right and weaving out of the cor- 
ner to crack the'challenger with 
another right. The two were still 
swapping punches after the bell. 

McCrory, unbeaten in a 28- 
fight career which ^1 tides just 


one draw against Jones, proved 
himself in a different class from 
Trujillo, picking his moments to 
land punches at will. 

He drove the hapless Pan- 
amanian into the comer once 
more in the third round, catching 
him with a devastating right in a 
flurry of blows as the challenger 
went down from a right- left-right 
combination for the last time. 

American referee Rudy Ortega 
was already signalling it was all 
over, but Trujillo was out for the 
oount with the ring dock stopped 
at two minutes three seconds into 
the round. 

McCrory had treated a meagre 
audience in the new Louis II sta- 
dium to a disco shimmy as he ent- 
ered the ring behind his green 
WBC belt at the start of the fight.

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W ELLIN GTON (R)— New Zea- 
land’s rugby union abandoned its 
planned tour of South Africa 
Monday but held open the pro- 
spect it would tty to reschedule it 
later this year. 

A union statement read by a 
lawyer to the high court said a 
court order on Saturday had made 
it impossible for the tour to go 
ahead. 

Judge Maurice Casey had said 
toe national All Blacks team sho- 
uld not go to South Africa untQ he 
ruled on a legal action from two 
rugby-playing lawyers, who said 
the tour violated the union’s con- 
stitution which bound it to foster 
toe sport. 

The union said no practical pur- 
pose would be achieved by app- 
ealing toe order and toe tour, 
which was due to start on July 24, 
was cancelled. 


Rugby union chairman Ces Bla- 
zey told Reuters toe union’s 
18-man ruling council would meet 
Tuesday to ‘consider all the opt- 
ions which are available to us’. 

The cancellation was welcomed 
by opponents of the controversial 
tour, including Prime Minister 
David Lange, who told reporter it 
would have been ‘totally wrong'. 

Lange said he understood toe 
disappointment of toe 30-man 
squad, who had been assembling 
at the weekend to fly to South Afr- 
ica on Wednesday. 

'But if you ask me who I feel 
roost sorry for, it is for the four out 
of five South Africans who don’t 
get a vote... for toe 320-odd peo- 
ple who have been shot there’, he 
said. 

Rugby fans in this small, iso- 
lated nation where the game is fol- 


lowed with near re%kms fervour 
reacted angrily. 

Lange said bis family had rec- 
eived abusive and threatening tel- 
ephone calls and police were pro- 
tecting Casey and others involved 
in toe case. 

The attitude of many rugby fol- 
lowers was summed up by Aubrey 
Kenny, chairman of toe provincial 
Malbo rough rugby union, who 
said scrapping toe tour amounted 
to ‘anaroiy’. 

Tm in despair for democracy... 
I’m sad for everybody involved 
but most of all I'm sad for New 
Zealand,’ he said. 

In Sydney, Australian national 
coach Alan Jones said the can- 
cellation could undermine toe str- 
ucture of international rugby as 
rebel tours might be mounted to 
South Africa. 


Sport stars promote industry, earn fortunes

LONDON — Boris Becker’s wri- 
stwatch was clearly the least imp- 
ortant part of the formidable arra- 
outy which carried him to bis rem- 
arkable Wimbledon triumph. 

But for the West German’s long 
term tennis future, which could 
earn him $40 million over the next 
1 0 years from sponsorship alone, 
the elegant timepiece is one of his 
most vital assets. 

It neady illustrates the extent to 
which sponsorship looms large in 
the lives of sporting personalities. 

Like golfer Bernhard Langer 
and captain Mark Phillips, hus- 
band of Britain’s Princess Anne. 
Becker is under contract to die 
Swiss firm of Fbel to wear their 
watch at all rimes/ 

Becker's need for it on the cen- 
tre court, where the time is clearly 
visible for all to see (hr the form of 
an advertisement from a rival 
watch company), was negligible. 

Even Fbel’s Managing Director 
Denys Pasdie. asked to consider 
whether the 17-year-old prodigy 
needed a watch on centre court, 
conceded: “That’s a difficult one 
(to explain)”. 

But Pasdie is in no doubt as to 
the value of the sponsorship to his 
company — a value enhanced ten 


times over since Becker became 
the youngest ever Wimbledon 
winner. 

Becker’s contract with Fbel is 
worth about $35,000 a year. 
Added to his sponsorship from 
Puma of West Germany, (rackets 
and shoes), Ellesse of Italy (clo- 
thing) and the Audio equipment 
finy BASF, his total sponsorship 
value even before his Wimbledon 
win was an estimated $300,000 a 
year. 

That figure is bound to be rev- 
bed sharply upwards and for good 
commercial reasons. 

Pasche said: “We have done 
market research which shows spo- 
nsorship like this accounts for 30 
per cent of people's awareness of 
our product." 

Once aware, people tend to 
buy. “We find people like to ide- 
ntify themselves with well-known 
personalities.'' Pasdie said. 

That form of identification is 
obviously one of the reasons why 
Adidas, the West German spo- 
rtswear and equipment man- 
ufacturers, commit four per cent 
of their annual. 1 . 1 billion sterling 
($1.5 billion) turnover to adv- 
ertising, which indudes their spo- 
nsorship budget. 

Among the many big names on 
the Adidas books are English soc- 
cer club Manchester United, 
Olympic athletic gold medalists

Top British banks cut 
base lending rate to 12% 


LONDON (R) — Leading British 
commercial banks cut their key 
lending rate to 12 per cent Mon- 
day, bowing at last to official pre- 
ssure to do so. 

National Westminster Bank. 
Barclays Banks and Midland 
Bank all said they were lowering 
their base rate, charged to their 
most creditworthy customers, 
from 12-Vi per cent 

While such reductions would 
normally weaken sterling, the 
pound, which was unusually 
strong last week, remained, firm 
against a weak dollar and even 
rose slightly to $1.3893. 

LastThursday the Bank of Eng- 
land cut its dealing rates in the 
wholesale money markets, a 
strong hint that the financial aut- 
horities wanted to see a small red- 


uction in base rates, which have 
been well above levels in most 
other countries this year. 

However dealers said the banks 
had been anxious to get a dearer 
picture of the interest rate trend 
and the performance of the dollar 
before following the central 
bank’s lead. 

Monday s cuts will be welcomed 
by British employers who have 
complained that high interest 
rates are crippling their firms. 
However, their recent call for a 
sweeping two per cent cut in rates 
has been firmly rejected by the 
Conservative government, which 
is anxious to maintain a tight mon- 
etary policy. 

Lloyds Bank, the final member 
of Britain’s “big four” banks, later 
followed the other three by cutting 
its base rate to 12 per cent. 


AOID proposes industrial 
projects for Arab nations 


ABU DHABI (OPECNA) —The 
Arab Organisation for Industrial 
Development (AOID) has pro- 
posed die setting up of 266 joint 
industrial projects in various A rab 
countries over the next five years. 

According to an AOJD report, 
the total cost of the projects is est- 
imated at $2.41 billion. 

They include 104 ventures for 
consumer goods. 10 for pet- 
rochemicals. 1 4 for food products. 
70 for construction materials and 
four for steel. 

Noting that 22 of die proposed 
projects should receive priority, in 
accordance with a resolution by 
the Arab Conference for Eco- 
nomic Development held in Dam- 
ascus. Syria, last year, the report 


says only three contracts have 
been signed for feasibility studies. 
These involve a $450 million steel 
plant with an annual production 
capacity of 200,000 tonnes, a 
$175 million telephone factory 
and a mobile crane plant. 

The report adds that the org- 
anisation is considering the sig- 
ning of more contracts in the near 
future. 

It indicates that AOID is coo- 
perating with the Untied Nations 
Industrial Development Org- 
anisation (UNIDO]) in market 
analyses and in the identification 
of investment possibilities in Arab 
heavy industries, as well as other 
technical fields. \ 


China announces new tax 
to regulate flow of imports 


PEKING (Agencies) — China 
announced a" new import reg- 
ulatory tax Sunday on vehicle., 
video recorders, mini-computers 
arid other selected foreign pro- 
ducts. 

A state council circular said 
some localities and units had imp- 
orted cosily' goods “in a Wind 
way,” damaging the economy, the

It said they were Midland Bank 
Group International Trade Ser- 
vices Limited, a wholly owned 
subsidiary of Midland Bank PLC, 
Yemen Bank for Reconstruction 
and Development, 51 per cent 
owned by the Yemeni gov- 
ernment, Italy's Monte Dei Pas chi 
Di Siena and Citicorp Investment 
Bank Limited. 

The BMA said the licence for 
Citicorp Investment Bank was for 
a regional representative office 
covering the Middle East. 

These are the first new licences 
issued since November, when the 
agency gave permission for an off- 
shore banking unit and three inv- 
estment banks to open offices. 

In recent months, several com- 
mercial banks have announced 
plans to dose or scale down ope- 
rations in Bahrain, saying the eco- 
nomic slowdown caused by falling 
oil revenues means there is not 
enough business for them.

Swiss companies block acquisitions 


ZURICH: The spectre of unf- 
riendly takeovers is at large in Swi- 
tzerland. Companies are bec- 
oming increasingly nervous at the 
— real or imagined — threat of 
suddenly finding themselves con- 
trolled by competitors or even 
rank outsiders. Although there 
has only been a small number of 
actual coups of this kind in recent 
years, boardroom apprehension, is 
growing. 

Mr. Thomas Schmidhemy, cha- 
irman of Holderbank, the int- 
ernational cement concern, for- 
ecast that Europe in the next few 
years would be subject to a wave 
of corporate acquisitions. In, the 
case of Switzerland. Mt. Sdi- 
midheiny pointed to the lack of 
regulations demanding a timely 
statement as to the identity and 
intentions of an aspiring pur- 
chaser. 

“If a Swiss company does not 
take precautions in good time, it 
is therefore without protection 
against foreign takeover attacks,” 
he said. 

Swiss equity law offers two 
important instruments with which 
to maintain the status quo. One of 
these is the registered share, for 
which the owner is acknowledged 
as a shareholder for voting pur- 
poses only after entry into a share 
register. 

The second is the participation 
certificate (Paruzqrationsschetn) 
or the less common though very 
similar dividend right certificate 


(Genusschein) which confers no 
voting rights at all. 

The registered share has been 
used mainly as a way of keeping 
Swiss companies Swiss. It became 
an established feature of the mar- 
ket in the 1960s to ward off unw- 
elcome incursions by U2>. firms in 
the era of the “American cha- 
. llenge” and again in 1975. when 
the big banks felt the need to 
guard against any large-scale 
share-buying by oil-rich Arab inv- 
estors. 

Holderbank itself will take what 
it calls “reliable defensive action" 
.Mien h asks the shareholders’ 
meeting to approve the up- 
grading of voting rights for reg- 
istered shares. Existing bearer 
shares would be bundled together 
into units of SF500 ($1,295) face 
value, while registered shares 
would remain at a nominal SFJ 00, 
with each category carrying a sin- 
gle vote. 

Similar defences were erected 
in April by Hero, the food com- 

pa pol lowing rumours — which 
were never proved — that Saudi 
interests were after at least 25 per 
cent of the company’s capital, the 
board said it would do “everything 
in its power to fight an unfriendly 
takeover". This consisted of spl- 
itting each bearer share of SF600 
nominal value into a new SF400 
bearer unit and two registered 
shares of SF100 each. 

Last month. Nestle also pre- 


pared a strengthening of the reg- 
istered element in its capital by 
launching a huge SF300 . million 
bond with warrants issued in Swi- 
tzerland. The warrants on every 
three bonds entitle holders to buy 
one registered share. This had 
been heralded in mid- 1984 as a 
way to keep the Swiss majority in 
the firm “at an acceptable level", 
■even though the growth in foreign 
ownership would have come from 
the issue of participation cer- 
tificates without voting rights. 

Not that registered shares are 
used only to keep foreigners at 
bay. The Usego retailgroup is ref- . 
using registration of shares obv- 
iously held by Swiss interests — 
with possible links to a com- 
petitor. 

Similar blocking tactics were 
employed (unsuccessfully) in 
1976 before the Bally shoe group 
was taken over by financier Wer- 
ner Rey and again in 1981, Mien 
the board of Ateliers de Con- 
structions Mecaniques de Vevey 
temporarily banned the reg- 
istration of additional shares bou- 
ght by its own vice diaiiman. 

In one remarkable instance, 
non-registration has held up for 
28 years. Last spring Landis & 
Gyr, the Zug-based electrical eng- 
ineering company, reminded the 
public that a 36 per cent stake it 
had acquired in Sauter, the air 
conditioning special ist, from Ele- 
ktrowatt in 1 957 has still not been 
registered. Apart from keeping 


voting rights away from Landis & 
Gyr. however, this had dis- 
advantages for Sauter, which can- 
not carry out any share issues for 
want of a quorum. 

Apart from registered shares, 
the defensive tactic of issuing par- 
ticipation certificates helps to 
keep control unchanged in that 
certificate bearers have no voting 
rights. 

At the end of last year, about 
31 0 of the domestic equities listed 
(xi the Zu rich stock exchange 
were participation certificates. 
Since then, there have been. sev- 
eral increases in certificate capital 
by listed and unlisted firms. 

" The Winterthur insurance com- 
pany. whidi intends to ask sha- 
reholders for an approved issue of 
200,000 new certificates at its 
annual meeting, says it is con- 
sidering listing~ihese on “further 
stock exchanges." 

Earlier, a commission of the 
National Council, Switzerland’s 
lower house, recommended a 
toning-down of the government's 
proposals for a revised equity law. 
One of its suggestions was to allow 
participation certificates to be iss- 
ued without any limitation, even if 
the total exceeds that of voting 
share capital. 

This may not be exactly con- 
ducive to “shareholder dem- 
ocracy” in democratically minded 
Switzerland, but it remains to be 
seen whether investors will care 
much. -

Belgian deputy premier resigns 
over Brussels stadium riots 


BRUSSELS (R) — Belgian Deputy Premier and Jus- 
tice Minister Jean Gol offered his resignation Mon- 
day from Prime Minister Wilfried Martens’ centre- 
right coalition government, the National News Age- 
ncy Belga reported. 


The move followed a hitter 
weekend parliamentary debate in 
which Mr. Gol's Francophone 
Liberal Party (PRL) demanded 
but failed to obtain the resignation 
of Interior Minister Charies- 
Ferdinand No thomb over the May 
29 European Cup Final soccer riot 
in Brussels in which 38 people 
died. 

A Justice Ministry spokesman 
confirmed that Mr. Gol. 43, a firm 
advocate of law and order, had 
written to Mr. Martens Monday, 
asking him to convey his res- 
ignation to King Baudouin. 

The move seemed likely to open 
a crisis in the four-party ruling 
coalition of Francophone and 
Flemish Christian Democrats and 
Liberals five months before a gen- 
eral election is due. 


In his letter, Mr. Go! made dear 
he was quirting in protest at Mr. 
Nofoomb’s refusal to accept res- 
ponsibility for security Mures at 
the soccer match between Liv- 
erpool of England and Juventus of 
Moan, Italy. 

‘The state and authority are 
gravely damaged by the refisaJ of 
responsibility which sadly had 
characterised the Belgian state for 
many years and which I have con- 
sistently denounced,” he "Wrote.

One of four PRL ministers in 
he 16- member cabinet, Mr. Gol 
served as acting prime minister for 
several weeks in 1983 after Mr. 
Martens, a Flemish Christian 
Democrat, underwent heart sur- 
gery- 

During that period, the gov- 
ernment defeated a general strike 
by public service workers pro- 
testing at its drastic austerity pro- 
gramme, which had been largely 
promoted by the PRL. 

Bora in London in 1942, the 
sou of Jewish refugees, Mr: Gol is 
a law professor who entered par- 
liament in 1971, held junior min- 
isterial office &om 1974 to 1977 
and became president of his party 
in 1979.

Khmer Rouge will not 
Insist on government role 


BANGKOK (R) — Kampuchea's 
most powerful guerrilla faction, 
die Khmer Rouge, hinted for the 
first time Monday it could accept 
being left oat of a future gov- 
ernment if the six-and-a -half year 
war there could be ended pea- 
cefully. 

The one-time rulers of Kam- 


puchea proposed a nationalist coa- 
lition oovemmen 


government led by Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk that could inc- 
lude the pro-Hanoi Heng Samrin 
government in Phnom Penh, acc- 
ording to a policy statement bro- 
adcast on Khmer Rouge Radio. 

Diplomats here said it was the 
first time the Khmer Rouge had 
called for inclusion of Heng Sam- 
rin officials in a coalition gov- 
ernment. 

“In the future we still have the 
firm purpose to have the prince as 
our president. We welcome all 
nationalists to join with us, even if 
they have served Vietnam in die 
past — if they stop serving Vie- 
tnam. This will indude the Heng 
Samrin parly.” the broadcast 
monitored here said. 

The Khmer Rouge said it would 


stand firm op these basic po si tions 
“even n die future after 

general elections Ihe. (Khmer 
Rouge) may or may not be aMe to 
participate mMbe national gov- 
ernment.” the statement said. 

The sug g es ti on that h mjght 
stand aside from such a gov- 
ernment appeared to be an ass- 
urance that die Khmer Rouge 
would not interfere in the holding 
of a national election. 


The statement, dated July 6, 
envisaged a total Vietnamese 
troop pullout and an independent 
and neutral Kampuchea at peace 
with itself as well as with Vietnam. 
It insisted that no foreign bases be 
set up in Kampuchea. 


Hanoi and the Phnom Penh 
government have refused all dea- 
lings with the Khmer Rouge aid 
called for its elimination. 

The Peking-backed Khmer 
Rouge, ousted by a Vietnamese 
myasion in December 1978, is 
widely held responsible for the 
deaths of hundreds of thousands 
of Kampucheans during its rale, 
from 1975 to 1978. 


Sunken radioactive cargo 
barrel reaches Denmark 


COPENHAGEN (R) - An 
empty harrcl from the French fre- 
igh ter Mom-1 ouisc that sank with 
a radioactive nuclear cargo Iasi 
year has been washed up on the 
west coast of Denmark, an official 
of the Danish Institute for Rad- 
ioactive Hygiene has said. 

He said the drum was marked in 
English “uranium hexafluoride, 
fissile radioactive material" with 
the serial number 45 and bore the 
name of the French firm Cogenuu 
which was organising the Mont- 
louK shipment to the Soviet 
Union. 

The vessel stink with a cargo of 
30 drums of uranium hex- 
afluoride. a highly toxic pollution 
agent, after a collision on Aug. 25 
last year with a passenger ferry off 


the Belgian port of Os tend. 

Danish police cleared beaches 
after tourists found the barrel at 
Bjerregaard in Jutland but (he off- 
icial said it was not radioactive. 

The official said (he Danish 
authorities would contact Cogema 
to confirm that a barrel was mis- 
sing from the sunken ship. 

“I have a picture of one of the 
empty containers picked up last 
year. It is the same type of con- 
tainer.” he said. 


A spokeswoman for the Gre- 
enpeace international ecology 
group in Paris said: "The barrel 
was empty as it was one of the 
drums which were due to be filial 
with enriched uranium in Riga in 
the Soviet Union."

However, my owner 
realized that lhat could steer his 
partner into an error. East might 
try to cash a second diamond, and 
declarer would be home Tree.

Kenyan leader urges 
equality between sexes 


NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — Pre- 
sident Daniel Arap Moi of Kenya, 
opening, a mammoth conference 
capping the United Nations Dec- 
ade For Women, declared Mon- 
day that the world cannot afford to 
stow down movement toward 
equality between the sexes. 

“We have come along a way 
since the Mexico conference 10 
years ago.” Mr. Moi said, ref- 
erring to the Mexico Gty gat- 
hering which launched die decade. 

But he said it was for the benefit 
of "entire humanity 1 ' that efforts 
for equality, development and 
peace continue. 

The moderate, pro-Western 
leader carefully avoided con- 
troversial political issues likely to 
rode the July 15-26 gathering, of 
more than 3,000 official delegates 
from 120 countries. 

“Differences of opinions are 
bound to arise, Mb’. Moi said, add- 
ing that he- hoped that issues imp- 
ortant to women are not neglected 
as a result He declared the con- 
ference open at 1 1.48 a.m. local 
time (0848 GMT). 

"A start has been made and we 
cannot afford id slow down foe 
momentum of a matter so crucial 
to foe well-being of all mankind,” 
foe Kenyan leader said. “Our eff- 
orts to redress foe pi qfotof women 
have achieved less than what we 
had foe ability to accomplish. 

Delegates were joined by 
1 1,000 observers and participants 
to new -govern mental meetings 
who since July 10 have been dis- 
cussing women's issues ranging 
from female ci rounds ion to sal- 
aries for housework. 

The audience exploded in spo- 
ntaneous applause, lasting several 
minutes, when Mr. Moi said it was 


“time we see women as a vital part 
of foe human race.” 

Signs were dear that such div- 
isive political issues as South Afr- 
ican radsm, foe plight of Pal- 
estinian women ra Israeli- 
occupied territory and foe call for 
’a new international economic 
order would stir heated debate. 

The US. delegation, headed by 
Maureen Reagan, daughter of 
President Ronald Reagan, has 
tried to block discussion of foe 
controversial topics, arguing they 
will take time away from “genuine 
concerns of women.” 

Third World and East Bloc nat- 
ions argue that political questions 
are legitimate women’s problems. 
They accuse the United States of 
trying to dictate foe agenda to 
prevent foe adaption of policies 
opposed tty Washington. 

Delegations still had not agreed 
on voting procedures, with foe 
United States and most pro- 
Western nations urging adoption 
of resolutions by consensus. Third

Shultz hits out at New Zealand 


at ANZUS talks with Hayden 


CANBERRA (R) — UJS. Sec- 
retary of State Ge 


eorge Shultz, 
without mentioning New Zealand 
directly, Monday hit out at Wel- 
lington’s effective suspension of 
its participation in foe three- 
member ANZUS military all- 
iance. 

Mr. Shultz and Australian For- 
eign Minister Bill Hayden, ope- 
ning ANZUS talks that would 
normally have included New Zea- 
land. both expressed foe hope that 
Wellington would return to active 
participation in foe alliance. 

“We regret very much that our 
friends from New Zealand are not 
here,” Mr. Hayden said. 

Mr. Shultz added: "We share 
with you foe hope that as time 
on we will rectify foe dif- 
! ties with New Zealand.” 

In comments obviously aimed 
at New Zealand's Labour gov- 
ernment, Mr. Shultz went on to 
attack “escapism and iso- 
lationism.” 

He said: “These lingering urges 
h foe West to flee from common 
responsibility have been exploited 
continually by our adversaries.” 

New Zealand has refused to 
allow visits by U.S. warships unl- 
ess guaranteed they are not car- 
rying nudear weapons. Was- 
hington, as a matter of policy, ref- 


uses to say which ships do and has 
drastically curtailed military coo- 
peration. 

Mr. Shultz said ANZUS and 
other Western alliances were in 
large part responsible for peace. 

“Once foe will for common 
support disappears among us, foe 
strength of our common values 
can yield to calculations of short- 
sighted individual advantage,” he 
said. 

“Accordingly, our. adversaries 
seek to intimidate, hoping that foe 
siren song of escapism will work its 
way,” he -added. 

A senior U.S. official told rep- 
orters foe day-long talks would 
concentrate on foe security sit- 
uation in foe region and that foe 
agenda was dose to that of the 
annual ANZUS council which 
Monday’s talks are replacing. 

One topic expected to come up 
was a Soviet move to win fishing 
rights around foe Pacific island of 
Kiribati, which Mr. Shultz told 
reporters on his way here was a 
problem. 

The agreement would be foe 
first that Moscow has signed with 
any South Pacific eland state. 

“It’s a matter of general con- 
* cent, not just U.S. concern that it 
might represent a further dev- 
elopment ofL Soviet presence and 


intrusion into areas where they 
haven't been before, and that’s a 
problem,” he said. 

The U.S. official said foe talks 
would also cover global issues, inc- 
luding tlie Middle East and Cen- 
tral America. 


U.S. officials said that one bil- 
ateral problem certain to come up 
was Washington’s new so-called 
agricultural bonus programme, 
under which the United States will 
give subsidies on exports to mar- 
kets traditionally dominated by 
the European Community (EC). 

They said that while foe pro- 
gramme was aimed at foe EC, 
which Washington accuses of mas- 
sive export subsidies whidi und- 
ermine free trade, they were 
bound to affect Australia. 


Particularly at risk were Aus- 
tralian wheat exports because foe 
US. programme mjght cause a 
drop in world prices and foe talks 
Monday would attempt to find a 
way of conducting foe programme 
without doing so, the officials said. 

In Wellington, New Zealand
